T was one year on May 1 since the 
law "ior tho better protection of 
lost and strayed animals, and for 
securing the rights of the owners 
thereof" went into eflcct. 
This gave 
tho Society for the Prevention 
of 
Cruelty to Animals the emoluments of 
tho dog licenses, with the obligations 
and responsibilities of the old dog 
pound, which was a source of abuses 
and of disputes too numerous 
to 
count. 
President John 
P. 
Haines 
says that in the first eight months 
that the society had charge of this 
work, that is, up to January 1, 22,025 
dogs and cats were pickod up by its 
wagons and taken to the "shelter," at 
tho foot of East 102d street, where 
they Avere either destroyed or re- 
deemed. 
Of these animals 5111 were 
dogs, of which 
were returned to 
their owners.^ President Haines does 
not think there will be anything like 
such a harvest this year, for several 
reasons. 
One is that as the thinning 
out of stray dogs has been going on for 
several years, their number has been 
largely diminished; another is that 
his agents, who are engaged on a sal- 
ary, have no thirty to fifty cents a 
head 
stimulus to make them 
grab 
pet dogs from women's arms. 


Three dollars, as formerly, is the 
price one must pay to redeem his pet 
dog or cat from the New York shelter.

For gun-powder has 
all the attributes of a Jealous and ex- 
actinf; deity, and unleps it is treated 
with due deference it has a habit of 
puncturing solid stone walls witli the 
bodies of Its devotees and making it- 
self hiffhly uncomfortable 
In 
other 
ways. 
So when the Avorkman roaches 
the mill in the morning: he stops In a 
little vestibulp and brushes his shoes 
aud clothiui? with great care, remov- 
ing every particle of sand and grit. 
I'sually be wears long rubber boots 
that he may tread softly while In the 
august presence of the 
gun-powder. 
In some of the processes he dons a 
rubber cap and rubber mittens, and 
be is always exceedingly careful to 
leave his pipe and matches at home. 
He cannot receive any visitors at tlio 
works, for gun-powder has a paiiic- 
ular aversion to strangers and not in- 
frequently It disintegrates and scat- 
ters a new or pretentious workman 
over several acres of ground. 


Besides these peculiarities gun-pow- 
der has a distinct aversion to Iron or 
steel In any form. 
No nails or bolts 
can be used anywhere In the interior 
of the building, and the 
machinery 
must all be of copper or gun-metal, 
held together with wooden pegs. 
Dirt 
of any kind, especially grit, Is tabooed. 
About half the time of the workmen 
is taken up every day In brushing 
down the walls of the mill and sweep- 
ing off the 
floors. 
A visitor would 
think to see them stealing around so 
softly and quietly with their brooms 
that the place was haunted, but it is 
only their way of showing respect to 
the gun-powder deity. 


Tho work Is for the most part light 
and easy, the men receiving from $1.25 
to $2 a day. 
They are necessarily of 
a high grade of intelligence, sober and 
Industrious. 
One heedless or blunder- 
ing workman might cause horrifying 
loss of property and life. 
At a great 
manufactory near Keokuk. Iowa, the 
employes, consisting of about forty 
families, have organized a little com- 
mune. 
They have a club containing a 
fine library and billiard and pool tables 
and lounging-rooms. 
There is also a 
co-operative store In which each work- 
man holds a share, and Ihe company» 
guarantees the'bills. 
It has been emi 
nently successful. 
The discounts foi 
cash on the merchandise bills are sav 
ed and used to purchase new shares 
of stock, which are presented to the 
babies of the town in the order oi 
their birth, thus furnishing 
JT distinct 
encouragement to matrimony.

and the works are usually built in sucb 
a way that they will do as little harm 
as possible.

The committee 
appointed to have the elevation of the 
springs ascertained and the survey 
made, done their work and liud that 
WG would have 128 feet fall from the 
springs, and that they aro distant but 


miles from town. 
The interest shown in the project 
seems to bo genuine and it looks as if 
the men at the head of it aro determ- 
ined to push the project to SUCCOBS. 
And they should do it very speedily, 
too, for if reports are correct, Hano- 
ver is after the springs to strengthen 
their water supply. 
The citizens of

One of the good old institutions of 
family lifo which has nearly disap- 
peared from the modern homo is the 
family sitting-room. 
Nothing in the 
modern small hoaso takes tho place or 
fulfills its function, 
Tho small parlor 
and reception-hall must be kept in or- 
der for company. 
This is a necessity 
when there are young children.

Usually, also, it opens out of the par- 
lor or hall, and therefore has not tho 
privacy necessary to the true family 
sitting-room. .
